Five local NatWest 
branches set to 
close next year 


NATWEST branches in 
Porthcawl, Pencoed, 
Maesteg, Talbot Green 
and Cowbridge will close 
in mid-2018, the Royal 
Bank of Scotland (RBS), 
of which NatWest is part, 
announced on December 1. 
Altogether, some 259 RBS 
and NatWest branches 
will close nationwide with 
nearly 700 job losses. 

A spokeswoman for RBS 
said that the decision to do so 
was based on lack of use by 
customers who, she said, are 
using digital and other options 
more regularly. 

The Cowbridge branch, she 
said, has a weekly average of 
50 customers each week and 
the Porthcawl branch just over 
100 . 

The closing dates are as 
follows: 

Porthcawl May 18; 
Cowbridge June 4; Maesteg 
June 13; Pencoed June 18; 
Talbot Green June 25. 

The spokeswoman 
continued: “We are 
communicating with customers 
affected by the closure and 
proactively contacting 
vulnerable customers and 
regular branch users. 

“We have extended the time 


between announcing our 
decision and the branch closure 
to six months; this has been 
done so that we can ensure our 
customers have enough time to 
consider the right banking 
options for them and to give us 
time to support them one-to- 
one during the transition.” 

She added: “We provide a 
range of alternative ways to 
bank, tailored to the needs of 
our customers and reflective of 
the way they live their lives, 
including online and mobile, 
telephony (including over the 
phone, via web-chat and social 
media) and contact centres, as 
well as ATMs, ‘community 
bankers’ and mobile branches.” 

The spokeswoman also said 
that customers can use the Post 
Office. 

“We have a national 
agreement with the Post Office 
to provide our customers with 
a range of banking services. 
Customers can pay money in, 
take money out, check balances 
and business customers can get 
coinage.” 

She went on to say that, for 
Cowbridge customers, “the 
closest Post Office is 
Cowbridge, 0.46 miles away 
from the branch.” 

The GEM pointed out that 
the Post Office in Cowbridge 


closed in September 2017 and 
that the closest Post offices are 
in Bridgend - where the next 
closest NatWest is - or 
Llantwit Major. 

Local MP Alun Cairns said: 
“I regret RBS’ decision to close 
Cowbridge’s branch of 
NatWest. Cowbridge is 
recognised as one of the most 
vibrant towns in Wales and I 
have significant concern that 
the branch closure will put 
strain on local business owners 
and residents who will now 
have to travel nearly seven 
miles to their closest branch. 

“I have today [December 1] 
contacted NatWest to urge that 
their mobile bank visit 
Cowbridge on a regular, 
scheduled basis.” 

“In the meantime, NatWest 
assures me that their 
TechXperts will be on hand to 
support their Cowbridge 
customers who will be affected 
by the closure and will aid 
those who are not familiar with 
how to use internet banking - I 
will work to ensure that this 
promise is fulfilled.”

No GP appointments at 
weekends, CLAIMS AM 


REGIONAL AM 
Suzy Davies has 
said she is 
disappointed to 
discover that there 
are no GP practices 
in the Bridgend 
area that offer 
appointments to 
patients at 
weekends. 

Mrs Davies 

submitted a Freedom of 
Information request to 
the ABMu health board 
to ask how many 
practices offer these 
appointments and the 
answer was none. 

Mrs Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative, 
said: “This is very 
disappointing. The 
Welsh Labour 
Government had said 
that it was going to 
improve access to 
family doctors for those 
patients who are at 
work and are unable to 
attend in normal 
surgery hours. This is 
all part of creating a 
health service that 
works 24/7. 

“Obviously, 
emergency treatment is 
available at all times 
but patients have to 
see their doctor for 
many other reasons and 
providing some 
Saturday appointments 
would ease the pressure 
on those slots that are 
available during the 
week. 


“I was also 
disappointed to 
discover that the 69 GP 
practices in Bridgend, 
Swansea and Neath 
Port Talbot only 
provide access up until 
6.30pm which they are 
contractually liable to 
do. But there had been 
talk of providing some 
later appointments for 
people in work.” 

In its response to 
Mrs Davies, ABMU 
said that a review of 
access is currently 
underway which would 
look at appointments 
being made available 
after 5.30pm. 

She added: “I 
welcome this 
development and also 
support the new 
framework agreed by 
ABMU called 
‘Telephone First’, in 
which patients can 
speak to a GP by 
phone. This sets out 
standards to be 
followed to ensure 
consistency between 
practices and to ensure 
that the right advice is 
given to patients.” 

An ABMU 
spokesperson said: 
“ABMU has 
successfully piloted the 
111 Wales telephone 
helpline which provides 
patients with access to 
GPs and other health 
professionals such as 
pharmacists out of 
hours. 


“In the first year 
almost 145,000 calls 
were answered. 

Of those, around 
84,000 callers either 
spoke to or were seen 
by GP out-of-hours and 
11,000 were provided 
with self-care advice. 

“Previously, 
residents had to ring 
different numbers to 
contact NHS Direct 
Wales or GP out-of- 
hours. Now they can 
call 111 to access both, 
making it easier to get 
the right advice, 
support or treatment. 

“In addition to the 
111 service, we have 
increased the number 
of community 
pharmacies open on 
Sundays. We are also 
‘rolling out’ a 


programme to allow 
appropriately qualified 
pharmacists to 
prescribe medication 
for common ailments 
so patients don't need 
to see a GP. 

“When making 
changes or developing 
community healthcare 
services, we are 
mindful of the current 
shortage of GPs and the 
impact this has. 

“This is why we are 
introducing other 
healthcare professionals 
such as pharmacists 
and physiotherapists to 
GP surgeries so they 
can see appropriate 
patients and free up GP 
appointments for 
patients who need to 
see the GP for their 
condition.”

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The unseen Palace 
of Westminster 
- a tribute to 
Victorian ingenuity 


T hink back 

to your school 
days. Did 
you ever take part 
in an operation? 
Design a wind 
turbine? Explore 
the human body 
and the brain? 

Design computer 
codes? The pupils in 
Oldcastle primary school 
have all of these 
opportunities during 
their excellent STEM 
week. STEM stands for 
Science, Technology, 
Engineering and Maths 
and is a critical part of 
our education system. 
Children’s 

understanding of future 
study and employment 
opportunities is now 
awakened early. 

Britain’s Victorian 
engineers led the world 
in their design, invention 
and ingenuity in science, 
technology, engineering 
and maths. We 
desperately need to 
recapture that excitement 
and creativity to meet 
today’s challenges. 

I saw Victorian 
ingenuity when I took an 
underground tour of the 
Palace of Westminster. 
Hard hat, heavy boots 
and high-vis jacket to 
the ready, I headed down 
below the river to see 
how the Palace is kept 
working. Taxpayers are 
about to pay for a major 
renovation of the Palace 
which will cost between 
£5 and £7 billion, so it is 
important we understand 
why this is a priority. 

Over 14,000 people 
work on the 
Parliamentary estate. 
Only 650 of them are 
MP’s. There are clerks 
of the House, the 
Parliamentary equivalent 
of the civil servants who 
work in Government 
offices. 

Police and security 
guards, catering and 
domestic staff and a 
huge array of technical 
and building trades;

stonemasons, roofers, 
scaffolders, plumbers, 
electricians and 
carpenters. 

Walking the corridors 
below the Palace, you 
see why so many are 
needed. The Victorians 
built to last but even 
their work is decaying 
and breaking down. 

The ‘upgrades’ of the 
1950s and 1980s have 
failed and need 
replacing. Seeing high 
voltage electric wiring 
sitting alongside gas 
pipes and long sheets of 
galvanised metal sitting 
above electrical wiring 
to stop water dripping 
over them does not 
inspire confidence. 

In the tunnels, 
workmen patch, renew 
and repair, keeping the 
system working. Even 
tire internal telephones 
worked, despite the 
jumble of wires hanging 
from each junction box 
seeming to make that 
impossible. 

Climbing down to see 
the Victorian sewerage 
system was a smelly 
journey, even though the 
holding vats no longer 
operate. Raw sewage 
was pumped into the 
Thames by the 
Victorians. 

The problem facing 
engineers was how to 
stop the effluent 
flooding back into the 
Palace system, set lower 
than the river. An 
ingenious pumping 
system allowed Palace 
waste to be fast jetted in 
the Thames preventing 
any back flow. Not an 
image or smell to linger 
on. 


The most inspiring 
part of the tour was high 
above ground. We 
climbed up into the 
Victorian air 
conditioning system, 
designed to pull fresh air 
into the building. 

During the rebuilding 
there was a row between 
two engineers about the 
best system for 
providing fresh air. 
Parliament had to decide 
which to choose. 

A compromise was 
reached: one engineer 
designed the system for 
the Lords, the other for 
the Commons. Up 
above the public rooms 
and corridors are a maze 
of unvisited, unknown 
vast chambers and 
wonders. A huge single 
chandelier lights Central 
Lobby. 

High above it there is 
a small cupboard, which 
when opened, reveals 
the mechanism for 
lowering the chandelier 
to clean it and change 
bulbs. 

Above the cupboard 
soars a vast chamber 
leading up into a tower 
of windows that open to 
allow air to circulate 
down below. The Palace 
has fireplaces in each 
room. These are the air 
vents bringing the fresh 
air into rooms. The 
fireplaces never burned 
coal. 

Some of the more 
exciting possibilities of 
the restoration will see 
areas of the Palace, 
currently closed off to 
the public, opened up 
and provide new spaces 
for committees and 
visitors. Many areas

The Big Ben 
tower is shrouded in 
scaffolding and netting. 
A new crane is being 
built in New Palace Yard 
to work on the Tower. 

In Westminster Hall, 
built in 1099, huge 
beams and walls are 
being cleaned and new 
lighting and fire 
detection systems are 
being installed. 

Working on a building 
site is not fun. In 
readiness for the votes 
which will decide 
whether we vacate the 
Palace to allow the 
major works to be done, 

I read Mr Barry’s War, 
by Caroline Shenton. 

Reading details of the 
work undertaken by 
Charles Barry, who 
designed the new Palace 
after the great fire of 
1834 was fascinating. 
This tale of Victorian 
ingenuity, skill and 
design follows the work 
of Barry and Augustus 
Pugin, who created the 
amazing internal 
decorations of the 
Palace. 

Members of 
Parliament refused to 
leave the building while 
the new build took place 
increasing the time, 
costs and putting huge 
strain on Barry and 
Pugin. Having read the 
book and taken the tour, 

I will vote to leave. 

Let the workmen get 
on with their tasks. A 
country should not need 
its MPs to sit in an old 
crumbling building to 
feel it is being governed. 
Who knows; restoring 
the Palace may again 
inspire new thinking, 
innovation and design 
skills for Britain.

The news also met 
with disapproval from 
Regional AM Suzy 
Davies. Three branches 
- Porthcawl, Maesteg 
and Pencoed - in her 
region are to close. 

Mrs Davies said that 
Porthcawl was being 
hit for the second time, 
having lost HSBC two 
years ago. 

She went on: “This is 
the borough’s main 
tourist destination for 
goodness sake and we 
want visitors to spend 
their money here.” 

Of Maesteg, Mrs 
Davies added: “It was 
only in May that 
Maesteg lost its HSBC 
branch and many of 
their customers 

switched to NatWest 
believing that the bank 
would remain in the 
town. 

“They must be 
utterly infuriated now. 
People who have gone 
through the hassle of 
switching banks are 
now faced with the 
prospect of doing so 
again. Banks talk about 
online and phone 
banking being available 
but not everyone is 
confidence about using 
on-line banking. 

This closure will also 
leave another gap in 


Maesteg’s main 

shopping street. It’s a 
kick in the teeth for 
Talbot Street and for 
town centre traders, 
and it came on the 
weekend when Small 
Business Saturday is 
being promoted.” 

Mrs Davies said that 
Pencoed would be left 
in a dire situation if this 
closure goes ahead. 

She said: “NatWest 
is the last bank 
standing. Pencoed has 
seen massive new 
housing developments 
in recent years with a 
corresponding rise in 
population. So losing 
the last bank is a severe 
blow for the residents 
and traders.” 

Mrs Davies said that 
alternative offers like 
mobile banks visiting 
the towns once a week 
would not be an 
equivalent service and 
that there is a wider 
implication for the 
viability of high streets 
which are already 
facing online 

competition.

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BOOK ADAPTATION MAKES FOR 
A MOST WONDER-FUL FILM! 


1AKING a 
book and 
turning it 
into a film is not an 
easy task, as the 
number of literary 
adaptations that 
have floundered 
over the years is 
testament to. Even 
harder is when a 
book captivates its 
readership - can a 
film version ever 
live up to what’s on 
the page? 

That’s the battle 
facing Wonder, R J 
Palacio’s 2012 book, 
which told its story 
from the point of view 
of Auggie, a young boy 
with the facial condition 
Treacher Collins 
syndrome, trying to fit 
into the world, which is 


now taking the trip to 
the big screen. 

Auggie is played by 
Jacob Tremblay, and 
having been 
homeschooled by his 
parents (Julia Roberts 
and Owen Wilson), they 
make the decision to 
send him to school. 
Entering a whole new 
world, Auggie must 
face challenges as he 
finds his way in the 
world along with new 
friends... 

Wonder is one of my 
favourite books of the 
last few years, a truly 
inspiring and 
heartwarming story; to 
try and adapt that and 
capture that magic for a 
film is a tricky thing 
indeed, yet Stephen 
Chbosky has brought R 
J Palacio’s work to 
vivid life in what is a 
gorgeously realised. 


tender and uplifting 
story of tackling 
adversity head on. 

Perhaps it’s the 
climate that the film 
finds itself in, a world 
where tolerance and 
acceptance is sadly not 
the norm, that connects 
amongst many other 
things, but at the root of 
it all is a human story of 
battling the odds, 
beating them and doing 
it in your own 
inimitable style. 

Chbosky’s previous 
film as a director. The 
Perks of Being A 
Wallflower, has some 
similarities to this one 
(people feeling 
marginalised by their 
peers for daring to be 
different or simply 
being introverted) and 
he shows a sure 
handling as a director, 
maintaining a lovely

balance of humour and 
drama (the Star Wars 
touches are neat and 
cleverly done) and at a 
keen pace. 

The book’s style 
(passages told from 
different characters’ 
points of view) is one 
that could have jarred 
when brought to screen, 
but Chbosky and his co¬ 
writers handle it with 
aplomb, and it creates a 
more rounded story, as 
we see both how the 
world has affected 
Auggie but also how 
Auggie’s life and 
struggles have inspired 
and affected those 
around him. 

All the characters are 
well-served by the 
story - we get to know 
them and what they’ve 
been up against, 
whether it’s Auggie’s 
sister accepting that she 
is marginalised due to 
Auggie’s condition, or 
his mother’s inability to 
finish her thesis due to 
her homeschooling him; 
yet resentment never 
really boils to the 
surface as it would in 
many other stories. 
Instead, everything is 
handled with a warmth 
and tenderness that, 
while perhaps a little 
too idealised, plays out 
beautifully within the 
context of the film. 

The performances are 


wholly engaging, with 
Jacob Tremblay 
excellent as Auggie. 
Tremblay delivered one 
of the finest young 
performances in Room, 
and here he is equally 
as superb, capturing at 
various points Auggie’s 
weariness with life, his 
excitement at new 
opportunities and his 
emotion at finding his 
place in the world. 

His sister. Via, is also 
wonderfully portrayed 
by Izabela Vidovic, 
doing her best to live a 
normal life in less-than- 
normal situation, and 
also finding her own 
way to shine alongside 
Auggie, rather than in 
spite of him. 

Julia Roberts and 
Owen Wilson are 
dependable as the 
parents, Roberts having 
the greater heavy lifting 
to do through her 
relationships with her 
children, while Wilson 
offers wisecracks and 
compassion in the father 
role, and Noah Jupe 
(brilliant in the patchy 
Suburbicon), Millie 
Davies, Mandy Patinkin 
and Daveed Diggs all 
offer good support.

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Life on the Home Front in Porthcawl — 100 years ago 



LOCAL historian 
Ceri Joseph of 
Porthcawl Museum 
continues her look at 
life in the town 100 
years ago, during 
World War One. This 
month, she looks at 
December 1917. 

T he 

consequences 
of the 

previous month 
unfolded 
throughout 
December. 

In the Middle East, 
after intense fighting at 
Gaza, Jerusalem 
surrendered to British 
Forces on December 8 
and in an act of humility 
and respect for the 
significance of the city, 
Allenby entered 
Jerusalem on foot 
through the Jaffa Gate 
on December 11 
accompanied by TE 
Lawrence, better known 
as Lawrence of Arabia, 
who stated later in life 
that ‘for me it was the 
supreme moment of the 
war.’ 

Working for British 
Intelligence Lawrence, 
who had lived and 
fought with the Arabs, 
led guerilla attacks on 
the Turkish Army, thus 
weakening their defence 
of Jerusalem and 
enabling Allenby’s 
forces to succeed. 

On the eastern Front, 
the new Russian 
Bolshevik regime 
suspended all hostilities 
and after armistice 
negotiations were 
opened up with 
Germany, an official 
truce was declared on 
December 7 which was 
extended to Bulgaria, 
Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey, on December 
15. 

It is interesting to note 
that during the upheaval, 
Finland declared 
independence on 
December 6. As a result 


of the truce, German 
Generals were able to 
transfer 50 divisions to 
the western Front, thus 
increasing their strength 
in readiness for the 
spring offensive; also 
known as 
‘Kaiserschlacht’ or 
Ludendorff Offensive, 
which would commence 
on March 21, 1918. 

Early in December 
1917, two Porthcawlians 
perished on the Western 
Front. 

Private Edwin James 
Smart, Highland Light 
Infantry, died of his 
wounds at No 64 
Casualty Clearing 
Station on December 4. 
Edwin was born one of 
five children in Cardiff 
in 1884 to Edwin and 
Lavinia Smart. 

His father was a wood 
cutting machinist, a 
trade that young Edwin 
later pursued. The family 
home was King’s 
Norton, Worcestersh ir e 
but around 1910, young 
Edwin moved to Neath 
to work as a wood 
machinist. 

It was at this time that 
he met Richard Howe, 
who was working as a 
timber-man in a colliery 
outside Porthcawl. 

Edwin soon met 
Richard’s daughter, 
Isabella, whom he 
married in 1912, took up 
work in Porthcawl and 
moved to 21 Queen’s 
Avenue, where daughter 
Margaret was bom in 
July 1915. 

At Nottingham, 

Edwin joined the Royal 
Scots Fusiliers in August 
1916 and was posted to 
France with the regiment 
in July 1917, whereupon 
at some point before his 
death on December 4 he 
had been transferred to 
the 16th Battalion, 
Highland Light Infantry. 

Private Edwin James 
Smart is buried in 
Mendinghem Military 
Cemetery, Belgium, 
previously the site of the 
64th CC Station. 


Edwin’s brother in 
law. Sergeant Oliver 
Howe had served in 
Gallipoli with the Motor 
Transport Army Service 
Corps, which he joined 
on January 5, 1915. 
Before the war, while 
working for the GWR as 
a signalman in 
Porthcawl, Oliver served 
with the 3rd Battalion 
Welsh Regiment 
(Special Reserve) 
Febmary 1908 - 
Febmary 1914. 

As a result of 
contracting a fever while 
in Gallipoli, Oliver was 
invalided home and 
spent the rest of the war 
years as an Army 
instmctor in Bedford, 
until his discharge on 
April 4, 1919. 

After the war, Oliver 
served as a fireman with 
the Porthcawl Fire 
Brigade. He died in 
1960, aged 74. 

Lance Corporal 
Edwin Percival 
Stradling 2nd Battalion, 
Welsh Regiment had 
been wounded by 
shrapnel while taking up 
rations to a Company on 
November 10 and was 
immediately admitted to 
hospital, where he 
underwent what was 
perceived as a successful 
operation. 

The following week 
he wrote home to his 
brother, Ernest Stradling, 
Cycle Shop, New Road, 
stating that he was 
progressing well and 
was looking forward to 
coming home for 
Christmas. Yet 
complications set in and 
Percy died on December 
6,1917. 

Percy had been bom 
the last of five children, 
in Barry in 1898, to 
William and Mary 
Stradling. At the time of 
his birth, his father 
William had been a 
railway clerk but by 
1911 had become a 
‘cycling agent’: a trade 
that his son Ernest took 
up following his father’s

death in 1913, when he 
opened The Cycle Shop 
on Station Hill. 

Percy also worked in 
the shop until he enlisted 
in the Welsh Regiment 
in June 1916, being 
posted to the western 
Front early in 1917. 
Lance Corporal Edwin 
Percival Stradling was 
19 years old at the time 
of his death, and is 
buried at Wimereux 
Communal Cemetery, 
France. 

Interestingly, on 
October 26,1916 his 
brother Ernest had been 
conscripted into the 
Motor Transport Army 
Service Corps at 
Bridgend. He was posted 
to Isleworth but due to 
severe arthritis, from 
which he had suffered 
since 1905, he was 
discharged on October 
31,1917; returned home 
to his wife Annie and 
three children and 
continued with his 
business. 

On December 15, 
1917, Sergeant Meredith 
Rowden, 31st Canadian 
Infantry won the 
Distinguished Conduct 
Medal for extreme 
bravery at Vimy Ridge. 
He was promoted to 
Company Sergeant 
Major in the field a 
fortnight later and his 
DCM was in the London 
Gazette in April 1918. 

Meredith had been 
born on March 16, 1879, 
in Newton Village, one 
of six sons born to 
Edward and Selina 
Rowden. After working 
first as a servant in 
Merthyr Mawr, and then 
as a coal miner, he 


emigrated to Quebec in 
November 1912 on the 
SS Lake Manitoba from 
Liverpool. 

He settled in Calgary, 
where he continued to 
work as a miner until he 
enlisted in the 63rd 
Battalion Canadian 
Expeditionary Force on 
June 21, 1915. His 
regiment sailed for 
France on March 23, 
1916 where they fought 
and defended Vimy 
Ridge for the rest of 
their war. 

On October 8,1918 
as the Allied advance 
pushed further into 
Belgium, Company 
Sergeant Major Rowden 
was on board the 
Canadian troop ship City 
of Poona on his way 
home to Calgary, where 
he married Eliza 
Gourley, a Scottish 
immigrant in June 1925, 
but died at Drumheller, 
Alberta, on September 
12,1928. 

Finally, at home 
donations for the fund 
for ‘Christmas Gifts to 
Porthcawl Men on 
Active Service Abroad’ 
which had been 
collected at the National 
Provincial Bank, John 
Street, were efficiently 
directed toward 
assembling packages 
which were sent to the 
front ‘to cheer our boys 
up.’ 

Another positive 
event was the marriage 
of Private Leonard 
Sutton Higgins (RAMC) 
to Miss Gwendoline 
Rees of Gilfach Goch. 
The Rev T Holmes 
Morgan officiated at the 
service on December 15 



at St John’s Church, 
Newton. Leonard 
Higgins, one of three 
children, was bom in 
Margam on May 7, 1892 
to Tom and Mary 
Higgins. 

Soon after, the family 
moved to Bryncethin as 
Tom had secured a 
teaching post at 
Bryncethin Junior 
School, where he 
eventually became the 
headmaster. 

Leonard eventually 
followed in his father’s 
footsteps, initially 
studying at a college in 
London before the war. 
During the war he 
served with the Royal 
Army Medical Corps, 
during which time he 
was wounded. 

Following the war he 
gained an MA Degree 
and pursued teaching as 
a career, ending up as 
the first headmaster of 
Porthcawl Secondary 


School in 1933. 

In 1951, for Services 
to Education, Leonard 
received an OBE in the 
King’s Honours List. 
Unfortunately, it seems 
that his marriage to 
Gwendoline did not last, 
as he got married again 
in 1946 to Gwenda 
Everson. Gwendoline 
Rees died in 1977. 

When Leonard retired 
in 1953, he continued 
researching the history 
of our town and as 
evidenced when reading 
his books (especially 
‘Newton, Nottage and 
Porthcawl’ (From 
Prehistoric Times to 
1950)’ published in 
1968, he will ever be 
revered as the town’s 
foremost historian. 
Leonard and Gwenda 
lived at 5 South Road, 
Porthcawl, where he 
died on April 23, 1982. 

Lastly, the wounded 
soldiers at the Rest 


Home enjoyed a special 
dinner provided by 
Messrs Walter Conrad 
and Charles Thomas of 
Cardiff Docks. 

Attired as Father 
Christmas they visited 
each ward and presented 
each Tommy with a 
silver-mounted amber 
cigarette holder, a 
walking stick, an ounce 
of tobacco and a packet 
of cigarettes. They also 
provided a Christmas 
dinner with all the 
trimmings for both staff 
and patients. 

Following the success 
and response to the first 
book of articles ‘A 
Garrison Town ’July 
1914-April 1916,’! 
have compiled a second 
book: ‘Mud and Men’ 
May 1916 - December 
1917, which is now on 
sale at the museum at 
£10. All proceeds to 
Porthcawl Museum.

SOUTH Wales 
Police has made 
‘good progress’ in 
the way it records 
reported crime, an 
inspection by Her 
Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of 
Constabulary and 
Fire and Rescue 
Services 

(HMICFRS) has 
found. 

Progress was found 
in all areas since an 
inspection in 2014. The 
force has been praised 
for “making concerted 
efforts to improve crime 
recording accuracy” and 
being “committed to 
ethical crime recording 
that is victim-focused 
and free from 
performance pressures 
of any kind”. 

HMICFRS rated 
South Wales Police as 
follows: 

Good at recording 
reported crime; 

Good processes and 
systems for efficient 
crime recording; 

Outstanding 
leadership and culture 
to meet national crime 
recording standards; 


Good overall 
judgement. 

Assistant Chief 
Constable Richard 
Lewis said: “Since 2014 
we have fundamentally 
changed the way in 
which we record crime 
which has taken a huge 
amount effort and a 
change in culture which 
has been recognised by 
Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate. 

“We are now 
recording crime that has 
never been captured 
before, developing a 
more accurate picture of 
crime levels in south 
Wales, placing the 
clearest possible focus 
on victims. This change 
in process is known as 
‘criming at source’. 

“More than nine out 
of 10 crimes reported to 
us are now recorded and 
while there is more 
work to be done the fact 
that the culture and 
leadership within the 
force has been graded 
as outstanding gives me 
the confidence that we 
can get even better.” 

The inspection found 
that South Wales Police: 

Records nearly all 
reports of crime 
reported directly to its 


public protection teams; 

Achieves high levels 
of recording accuracy 
for reported sexual 
offences; 

Records most reports 
of crime with 24 hours 
of the report, as 
required; 

Makes good 
decisions when 
considering whether or 
not to cancel a recorded 
crime; 

Has implemented all 
of the recommendations 
set out in the 2014 
report; 

Has made good 
progress against a 
national action plan 
developed to improve 
crime recording by 
police forces. 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Alun 
Michael said: “The 
victim has been very 
much our focus in 
recent years, and that 
has resulted in a 
welcome and significant 
jump in victim 
satisfaction in south 
Wales. That is 
encouraging because a 
lot of hard work has 
been done to ensure that 
the public know that our 
officers and staff are 
here to listen to victims 


and to respond to their 
needs. 

“This is a very 
complex business which 
can never be perfect, 
but the increasing 
convergence between 
the reality of public 
experience and reports 
coming to the police 
speaks volumes for the 
progress made. It is 
clear that people are 
now more confident 
than ever to report 
crime so it is absolutely 
vital that reported crime 
is recorded properly. 

“We know south 
Wales has increasingly 
become a safer place to

THROUGH the fundraising 
efforts of a group of family and 
friends in Bridgend called ‘Team 
Evsy’, Velindre Cancer Centre 
will be able to help fund a PhD 
student to carry out specialist 
brain tumour imaging research in 
Wales. 

Team Evsy began fundraising when 
Mike Evans was diagnosed with a brain 
tumour, and despite his battle, including 
completing a triathlon whilst receiving 
treatment, the policeman died earlier this 
year. 

The fundraising efforts of the Team 
Evsy family and friends have continued 
with a 100-mile bike ride in October, and 
support and donations from many 
including triathlete Helen Jenkins, 
meaning that more than £66,000 has been 


raised. 

Dr James Powell of Velindre Cancer 
Centre said: “Brain and spinal cord 
tumours are rare conditions that can be 
devastating for those affected and their 
families, and are different from other 
types of cancer since they affect the part 
of the body that makes us who we are. 

“Velindre receives between 100-150 
referrals for patients with brain and spinal 
cord tumours per year and survival often 
comes with physical and mental changes, 
caused not just by the tumour but also by 
its treatment. So, as well as improving the 
effectiveness of treatment and hopefully 
survival, a priority for brain tumour 
research for us in Wales is to reduce the 
side effects of treatment.” 

Louise Evans said; “When my husband 
was diagnosed with a terminal brain 
tumour in March 2016, he accepted his 


fate graciously. Mike received outstanding 
care from Dr Powell and his team at 
Velindre. Lily, Sol and I are delighted that 
the money raised by Team Evsy can now 
make a difference. 

“We will continue, with the support of 
family, friends and our community to 
raise as much as possible. This was 
‘Evsy’s wish’.”

Detective Superintendent 
Colin Jones for the fourth 
of its winter talks. 

Colin spoke about his 
experiences of solving 
local murders, the 
complexities of 

organising and 

containing a crime scene 
and the intricacies of 
attention to the smallest 
of details which could 
lead to apprehending the 
guilty party. 

The club was packed 
and there was a distinct 
buzz in the air as he took 
to the floor. 

It became clear that 
real life murders are 
quite different to the 
exaggerated character 
profiles and false 
premises that entertain us 
in our favourite crime 
dramas. 

Indeed, the fact that 
these were actual cases 
made the talk even more 
chilling as we entered a 
world in which the lives 
of individuals were taken 
in such a brutal and, for 
us, incomprehensible 
manner. 

The talk was to prove 
a salutary experience. 
Fascinating yes, 

intriguing, of course, but 
never losing sight of the 
fact that we were 
discussing the deaths of 
real people, and that 
contributed to an 


atmosphere of respect. 

Colin provided a very 
engaging talk which 
covered as much about 
his career as the murder 
investigations 
themselves. He regaled 
us with anecdotes from 
his time as a young 
police constable to 
almost celebrity status 
when he was invited to 
participate in a 
documentary for NBC in 
the US. 

Equally, he made 
several appearances with 
Jonathan Hill on the 
popular series ‘Crime 
Secrets’. 

However, one couldn’t 
help but feel that these 
were something of a 
distraction to the role he 
was clearly born to do. 

He was born a 
policeman and will 
always be a policeman 
and it was obvious by his 
passion that it was the 
day to day events of 
police work, whether at 
headquarters or at the 
crime scene itself, that 
gave him his greatest 
inspiration. 

His career was to span 
one of the biggest leaps 
in police investigative 
practices that has ever 
been seen in this country. 

Pace (Police & 
Criminal Evidence Act 
1984) changed things 
forever, whereby 

testimony recorded at 
interviews could now be 
used in court and that the 
old police notebook, 
although not redundant, 
played a secondary role 
to the accuracy of real¬ 
time recorded interviews. 

This was accompanied 
by the development of 
DNA investigative 


practices which have 
revolutionised the way 
the police now structure 
their investigations. 

Colin enlightened us 
on the process by which 
‘blooding’ and ‘buccal 
swabs’ had resulted in 
many a high-profile case 
reaching a conclusion 
with the culprit firmly 
under arrest. 

However, we were 
surprised to hear that 
widespread use of blood 
testing and buccal swabs 
that takes place at a 
murder scene as a means 
of eliminating suspects, 
with the hope of getting a 
match to the real killer, is 
proving much more 
difficult to gain 
acceptance in the United 
States. 

There, citizens 

regularly quote the fourth 
amendment of the 
constitution which 
protects people’s right to 
privacy and freedom 
from unreasonable 
intrusions by the 
government unless 
probable cause is 
presented. 

This is a source of 
considerable frustration 
for US police 
departments in an area 
that most in this country 
have come to accept as a 
necessary means for the 
police to be able to 
discharge their duties. 

There were 

discussions as to whether 
this kind of data was 
turning Britain into 
something of a police 
state but the antonym of 
this was that it should 
make Britain a “safer 
state”. 

This is of course an 
argument that has raged 


for decades and there are 
valid arguments for both 
sides. 

However, if the 
information is handled 
correctly and the correct 
rigours and discipline are 
applied then hopefully 
common ground can be 
reached, whereby the 
result for society is that it 
can sleep more soundly 
at night. 

This was a fascinating 
talk from a truly 
engaging retired police 
superintendent whose 
enthusiasm for his 
subject was there for all 
to see and witness. 

Despite the 

advancement of the years 
there was still a twinkle 
in his eye of the young 
constable that started his 
career in Barry Docks 
back in 1969, and 
perhaps a yearning to be 
once again in the thick of 
it. 

He is the epitome of 
Margaret J Wheatley’s 
quote: “For us, someone 
who is willing to step 
forward and help is much 
more courageous than 
someone who is merely 
fulfilling the role.” 

Colin not only 

fulfilled his role but had 

the courage to step 
forward and help. 

Policing was at the 
forefront of Colin’s 

career but this was 
always matched with the 
respect and duty he felt 
he owed to the people he 
was serving.

Drugs checks 
at local pubs 


POLICE officers 
have asked pub- 
goers in Barry to 
have their hands 
swabbed before 
they enter premises 
to see if they have 
been handling 
drugs. 

Police say the 
initiative, which is 
conducted in partnership 
with landlords, aims to 
keep those who use drugs 
out of licensed premises 
so they can be enjoyed by 
normal law-abiding 
people. 

In an operation last 
month, four out of 35 
people, tested positive 
for illegal substances 
such as cocaine, and 
were prohibited from 


entering the premises. 

The test involves a 
person’s hands being 
swabbed - the sample is 
then placed in a drug 
itemiser which indicates 
the presence of any 
illegal substance. 

Licencing officer, 
Jason Young, said: “This 
operation was held with 
the full support of the 
landlord and it was very 
much appreciated by 
everybody who used the 
premises. 

“We know that drug 
use comes hand in hand 
with other crime and 
anti-social behaviour and 
this enables licensed 
premises to make a stand 
against that. People 
simply don’t want it on 
their doorstep.”

This line was 
opened in 1897, never 
really a success it closed 
to passengers in 1964 
before reopening to 
much acclaim in 2005. 

Having safely crossed 
the line it was time for 
coffee before stepping 


out over the fields, 
following a point-to- 
point course above 
Church Farm before 
dropping down to the 
pretty village of Llandow 
full of 18th century or 
earlier buildings. 

Some of the group 
stopped to visit the 11th 
century Holy Trinity 
Church while others 
waited, glad of a second 
coffee stop. 

The group set off on 
the last leg of the walk 
crossing large fields full 
of more sheep (there 
should be plenty of 
lambs next year!). 


They paused to admire 
the flying skills of a 
peregrine falcon before 
finally arriving back in 
the ‘Thankful Village’ of 
Colwinston and the 
warmth and friendliness 
of the Sycamore Tree 
Inn, where food and 
drink were taken and the 
car park vacated before 
the wedding guests 
arrived. 

Congratulations to the 
happy couple and many 
thanks to the owners of 
the pub for the use of the 
car park and for the usual 
hospitality.

A LOCAL 

historian, Brian 
Keitch of Penarth, 
recently discovered 
a number of 
fascinating old 
photographs of the 
area - taken by a 
relative more than 
100 years ago! 

Brian explained: 
“Over 100 years ago, my 
great grandfather, John 
Lewis, lived in the 
Penarth area and was a 
very keen photographer. 

“A collection of the 
glass plates he took circa 
1905 to 1910 have come 
down to us and provide a 
glimpse of what 
interested him all that 
time ago. 

“The subject matter 
covers a number of 
locations in the Vale, in 
particular Barry, Penarth, 
Wenvoe and Llantwit 
Major. 

This photo, dated July 
13, 1907, records the 


time Penarth built a 
bonfire fit for a king! 

King Edward VII 
arrived on the Royal 
yacht Osborne on the 
occasion of a state visit to 
Cardiff to open the newly 
completed Queen 

Alexandra Dock - the 
last of the great docks of 
that port. 

It was common on 
special occasions for the 
folk of Penarth to build a 
bonfire - or beacon - on 
top of Penarth Head near 
St Augustine’s Church. 
Some say the tradition 
goes back to Roman 
times; they must have a 
very good memory! 

For those who would 
like to see the event, 
which was filmed on the 
day, Pathe News archives 
have a copy. Needless to 
say, the royal yacht was 
escorted in the time- 
honoured way by a fleet 
of local excursion 
steamers up and down 
the Bristol Channel.

missionary from 
Charnwood West 
Kirby, 

Northumberland. 

His granddaughter, 
Jacqui James, came to 
Highlight Park WI to 
give us a very interesting 
insight into the romantic 
experiences between her 
grandparents. 

Nellie Burton’s family 
had given Joseph a few 
meals at their home 
while he was studying 
but there had been no 
romance then. 

He was sent to China 
in 1906 and while he 
was there, Joseph 
received a letter from 
Nellie and soon 16-page 
letters were sent to and 
fro with Joseph 
declaring that he was in 
love with her. 

Jacqui had a file of 
love letters with 
photographs to show us 
of their family while 
living in China and in 
the UK. Joseph and 
Nellie were married and 
set sail on the P&O ship 
Nubia to make their 
home in China. This was 
a very interesting insight 
to love and marriage in 
the 19th century. 

At our social meeting 
on November 18, we 
were paid a visit by our 
local Asda 
representative. 

Lynette announced 
that Asda had been in 
Barry for three years 
since April. She 
explained the origin of 
the little green tokens 
named ‘Chosen By You’ 
where customers can 
choose which charity 
they want to support by 
placing them in the 
device in the foyer.

Notes of Christmas past 

from Barry Dock News

The Christmas fashion for 1889. 


Christmas Past: 
Excerpts from the 
Barry Dock News 
of 1889, its first 
Christmas edition. 
Remember the Poor 
at Christmas 

Remember the poor 
when the snow comes 
down 

And covers the earth 
with a Christmas crown. 
Ye watchers and workers 
about the town. 

Remember the poor 
when the board is 
spread. 

When there’s plenty of 
meat and plenty of bread 

By Him was the needy 
multitude fed. 

Remember the poor with 
some garment warm. 
That may shelter his 
breast in the coming 
storm. 

Or may wrap some little 
wanderer’s form. 

Remember the poor at 
your very door. 
When your bin is full 
and your cups run o ’er. 
When the Lord has given 
you stock and store. 

Remember the poor in 
the great highway. 

The pitiful waifs that a- 
hungered stray. 

For the sake of the 
Christ-child born today. 

GENERAL LEE of 
the Local Board was 
pleased that inmates 
of the Cardiff 
Workhouse were to 
be given a 
Christmas dinner of 
roast beef and plum 
pudding with either 
tea or coffee. 

However, he strongly 
urged that just once on 
this special occasion, 
they could have a glass of 
beer instead of the usual 
beverage. 

The various church 
groups laid on Christmas 
dinners for the hundreds 
of poor every year. 

It should be 
remembered that this was 
just months after the 
Docks had been opened 
and nothing by way of 
infrastructure had been 
established. The streets 
and roads were unmade 
and muddy, the houses 
were built in a haphazard 
way so when a young 
family moved into their 
new home, all around 
were builders and their 
equipment. With no 
water or sewerage, 
heating or lighting and 
very little money, it was 
hardly surprising that 
many housewives were 
not enthused at the 
thought of Christmas. 

‘The Ladies Christmas 
Column’ was saddened 
to see some uninterest in 
the coming festivities 
and their article sought to 
encourage the women, if 
only for the sake of the 
children. 

Decorations could be 
as little as dabs of ‘green’ 
on walls and picture 
frames or foliage 


arranged with ‘taste and 
care’; ‘ropes of foliage 
crossed and tied at 
intervals with narrow 
ribbon and stars of large 
laurel leaves, fastened 
bunchily together with 
rosy, polished apples’. 
For some there could be 
‘mistletoe, flowers and 
fruit with possibly, some 
fairy lights dotted about’. 

The well-off may have 
turkey and goose with 
hallowed plum pudding, 
but those less fortunate 
could enjoy hares, 
pigeons or rabbit-pie. 

Children of poorer 
families would have been 
pleased with an apple, an 
orange and some nuts, a 
tradition which still 
existed in the 1940s in 
our stocking. Thankfully 
by then we also had some 
sweets and one ‘big 
present’. 

Plum puddings 

cropped up in several 
articles and I was 
intrigued by the presence 
of this fruit in December, 
but thankfully, a later 
recipe described the 
ingredients: flour, baking 
powder, breadcrumbs, 
suet, raisins, currants, 
sugar, almonds, mixed 
candied peel, salt and 
spice to taste; mix well 
and add eggs, milk and 
then boil. No mention of 
actual plums, but most 
likely out of reach to 
many housewives. 

For working families 
and those slightly better 
off, a sketch showed a 
young lady with a ‘hood 
for party going, in pale 
strawberry silk with 
white ribbon bows and 
small pom poms which 
were in fashion’. 

Female readers of this 
story may notice the 
‘shoulder pad wings’ 
which are so fashionable 
in 2017. 

Under the heading 
‘seasoning’ were the 
following three mottos: 

Better pay the butcher 
than the doctor; better go 
to bed without your 
Christmas dinner than 
rise in debt; Christmas 
mirth is worth a year’s 
sorrow. 

Then again under 
‘Proverbs Revised’: 


Today thee, tomorrow 
me - as the doctor said to 
the glutton; with 
stomach, wife and 
conscience, keep on good 
terms this Christmastide; 
you can’t make a joint of 
a pig’s tail nor a 
Christmas feast of a red 
herring; hunger is the 
finest sauce for the plum 
pudding. 

‘Amusement for 
Winter Evenings’ 

explained with great 
detail and supporting 
sketches how to entertain 
the children: 

1. ‘Passing a penny 
into a bottle’ - this 
needed great preparation 
and involved cutting a 
penny into three with a 
chisel, then with the aid 
of an ‘indiarubber band’, 
onlookers would be 
astonished with the 
result. An already 
prepared penny could be 
bought from a toy shop 
for 6d. 

2. ‘The Broken Pipe’ - 
a trick with two 
(smoking) pipes. 

3. ‘Houdin’s Magic 
Bair (he was a French 
magician who would 
later lend his name to 
‘Harry Houdini’). A cord 
fixed around a ball 
appeared to pass through 
it. 


4. ‘Swallowing the 
flame of a candle’ needed 
an element of courage. 

5. Standing a coin on 
edge on a slip of paper 
then sharply removing 
the paper, to leave the 
coin still standing 
upright. 

6. ‘The Fork Balance’ 
- with two forks and a 
penny piece, they could 
balance on the edge of a 
glass. 

Three years later 
under the heading 
‘Christmas Crackers’ - 
just a very brief sample 
to lift the spirits: 

How long did Cain 
hate his brother? As long 
as he was Abel. 

Why is death like the 
letter E? It is the end of 
life. 

Why are good 
husbands like dough? 
Women need them. 

What is bought by the 
yard and worn by the 
foot? A carpet. 

Why do girls like the 
east wind? It brings 
chaps to their lips. 

Back to 1889, 
Cadoxton Brass Band 
would play seasonal 
music in different parts 
of town. Although there 
had been a ‘Cadoxton- 
Barry’ contingent of the 
Salvation Army for 
several months, no 
mention was made of a 
brass band or indeed any 
good deeds at Christmas. 

Board schoolchildren 
at Cadoxton gave their 
Christmas concert to a 
packed audience. A 
Christmas tree was only 
mentioned at Penarth and 
Llantwit Major Board 
School. 

For entertainment, the 
New Princess Theatre, 
Cadoxton held its first 
pantomime: AH Baba 
and the Forty Thieves 
with boxes costing Is, 
the pit 6d and 3d in the 
gallery. These prices may 
well have been out of 
reach to poorer families 
with their many children, 
who would have loved 
the chance to see such a 
spectacle. 

To sum up, although 
there was little to enjoy 
for many of these new 
families, the Barry Dock 
News recorded some of 
the good things on offer 
in 1889.

THE Bridgend 
Youth Theatre 
(BYT) has finished 
a short tour of its 
production, 

Robeson 

Remembered, that 
paid a warm 
tribute to the links 
between Paul 
Robeson and Wales. 

The show was 
performed in 
Porthcawl’s Grand 
Pavilion, Treorchy’s 
Parc and Dare 
Theatre, and at 
Maesteg Town Hall. 
There are also plans 
for the production, 
which was very 
warmly received, to 
be performed in 
Cardiff, in the Wales 
Millennium Centre. 

Local historian 
Keith E Morgan was 
an interested observer 
ofthe show, and has 
also written about the 
historical events 
portrayed in Robeson 
Remembered. 

HOW proud Paul 
Robeson would 
have been of the 
Bridgend Youth 
Theatre if he were 
alive today. 

Managed by It’s My 
Shout Productions, the 
young cast of Robeson 
Remembered at the 
Grand Pavilion, 
Porthcawl, gave a 
remarkable performance 
and in doing so, paid an 
over-whelming tribute in 
a modem context to Paul 
Robeson, a great actor, 
singer and civil rights 
leader, an outstanding 
figure of our time, but 
one who is largely 
forgotten today. 

The performance not 
only commemorated the 
60th anniversary of the 
live Transatlantic 
telephone cable concert 
between Paul Robeson 
in New York and the 
South Wales Miners’ 
Eisteddfod at the Grand 
Pavilion, but the 
contribution that 
Robeson made to both 
the south Wales miners 
and the people in Wales, 
as well as throughout the 
World in general. 

The performance was 
IV 2 hours long with sign 
language provided 
throughout by Sami 
Thorpe. The young 
actors set the scene by 
entering from the 
auditorium to take their 
positions on a mist- 
shrouded stage with the 
props limited to a 
number of packing 
cases. 

The backcloth then 
changed to the showing 
of a film by Mei Lewis 
which depicted Paul 
Robeson (played by 
former wales 
international footballer, 
Nathan Blake) arriving 
on foot with suitcase in 
Porthcawl. Even though 
Robeson visited Wales 
many times, he only 
ever visited Porthcawl in 
spirit. 

After the film, the 
actors moved on to 
highlight many of 
Robeson’s activities in 
Wales, such the part he 
played in the film The 



Porthcawl Male Voice Choir on stage at the Grand Pavilion. 


Proud Valley and that 
event which was being 
celebrated by the 
performance, the 60th 
anniversary of the live 
Transatlantic link given 
by Paul Robeson at the 
1957 Miners’ 

Eisteddfod. 

Singers Phoebe Lewis 
and Lily Mohammad 
contributed to this scene 
with the singing 
respectively of ‘Ar Ian y 
mor’ and Gershwin’’s 
‘Summertime’ from 
Porgy and Bess. 

Next it was the turn of 
the Porthcawl Male 
Voice Choir under the 
baton of Mair Jones who 
gave a fine rendering of 
a Welsh hymn, followed 
by a song made famous 
by Robeson, ‘O’ Man 
River’. 

The young actors then 
returned to the stage to 
bring the performance to 
its conclusion with a 
massive response from 
the audience. 

Paul Leroy Robeson, 
was a famous American 
singer, actor and civil 
rights activist. He was 
bom in Princeton, New 
Jersey, USA on April 9, 
1898. His father had 
been a slave on a cotton 
plantation until he 
escaped to the North 
where he became a 
Presbyterian minister. 

Paul lost his mother 
before he was six years 
old, nevertheless, his 
childhood was a happy 
one and family 
encouragement helped 
him later on in life to 
make his mark in high 
school, college and 
university. 

He distinguished 
himself at Rutgers 
University as a star 
football player and 
passed out with a law 
degree. The law did not 
match Paul’s ambitions 
for black equality so he 
turned to the stage. 

It was while he was in 
London, in the record- 
breaking production of 
Showboat, that his long 
association and links 
with south Wales and the 
miners were first forged 
in 1928. Listening to a 
group of Rhondda 
miners who had marched 
to London to voice their 
plight, Robeson 
identified a link between 
the miners’ harsh 
conditions and those of 


his fellow black 
Americans back home. 

Lrom about this point 
on, Paul became a civil 
rights activist for which 
he was harshly 
persecuted back home in 
his own country. Lor the 
above and other reasons, 
Paul earned himself a 
place in the history of 
the Welsh mining 
communities as an 
‘honorary Welshman’. 

Paul Robeson had 
been invited to attend 
the 1957 Miners’ 
Eisteddfod, but because 
his passport had been 
revoked, he was unable 
to leave the USA. 

However, the National 
Union of Mine workers 
(NUM), south Wales 
area, opted for a live 
link up over the recently 
completed Transatlantic 
telephone cable. 

The setting up of the 
Transatlantic link was a 
remarkable achievement 
in itself. The first ever 
Transatlantic submarine 
telephone cable had only 
been laid and brought 
into service the previous 
year in 1956. 

This cable had been 
designed for speech 
communication with a 
standard telephone 
speech frequency 
bandwidth of about 
3,000 hertz and not for 
the transmission of 
music. All frequencies in 
the human voice below 
400 hertz and above 
3,400 hertz are 
eliminated by this built- 
in restriction. 

In this sense, the 
quality of Paul 
Robeson’s broadcast was 
truly remarkable, which 
was reflected in the 
exceptional quality of 
the gramophone records 
(of which a number of 
people have approached 
me saying that they have 
copies), that were made 
at the time and of the re¬ 
mastered audio tapes 
that were marketed in 
1998 and the limited 
edition CDs which were 
subsequently produced 
in 2007. 

Arranged by the 
National Union of 
Mine workers, south 
Wales area, quite a lot 
off effort went into 
setting up the telephone 
link between New York 
and the Grand Pavilion. 
The timing had to be 


booked so that circuits 
could be allocated 
between the main 
telephone exchanges at 
either end of the 
network. 

Prom the Porthcawl 
telephone exchange, a 
manual operated 
switchboard, which was 
located in what are now 
the present Town 
Council offices in 
Victoria Avenue, a 
special circuit (a private 
wire) had to allocated to 
the Grand Pavilion 
where all the appropriate 
terminal and amplifier 
equipment had to be 
installed so that it could 
be broadcast to the over¬ 
capacity audience that 
packed the venue to the 
gun whales; standing 
room only being the 
standard of the day both 
inside the venue and 
outside on the 
pavements. 

Brian Batters, who 
was a GPO 
telecommunications 
apprentice at the time, 
recalls the excitement in 
the telephone exchange 
in setting up the circuit 
for Paul Robeson’s call. 
This was carried out at 
the exchange by 
technical officer-in- 
charge Neville Dan 
Jones and Joan Jones, 
the deputy switchboard 
supervisor, while the 
loudspeakers and 
amplifiers at the Grand 
Pavilion were the 
responsibility of local 
electrical and television 
engineer Deg Smith. 

Thanks to all this 
effort, the concert was a 
great success with credit 
for payment of the link¬ 
up being attributed to the 
National Union of 
Mine workers, south 
Wales area, and actor 
Harry Belafonte. 

Glamorgan has long 
historical associations 
with 

telecommunications. Did 
you know that the first 
ever submarine telegraph 
cable was laid in 
Swansea Bay in August 
1844 when Charles 
Wheatstone and John 
Dillwyn Llewelyn of 
Swansea transmitted 
electrical signals via this 
cable from an off-shore 
boat to the Mumbles 
lighthouse? 

This exercise paved 
the way for the make up 


and laying of all 
subsequent submarine 
cables throughout the 
world. To put the 
magnitude of this event 
into a historical context, 
Wheatstone also 
demonstrated the 
operation of an electrical 
bell between the lodge 
and Llewelyn’s house in 
Sketty! 

Such a simple 
operation today, but how 
we have moved on. Did 
you also know that the 
first ever successful 
radio link across water 
between two countries 
was made by Guglielmo 
Marconi from Lavernock 
Point in Wales across the 
Bristol Channel to Brean 
Down in England in 
1897? 

We all know what this 
went on to achieve with 
wireless, internet and 
wifi being taken for 
granted as a an everyday 
part of our lives today. 

Lurther to my recent 
appeal in The GEM for 
information on the now 
famous live link-up, I 
have received a number 
of stories relating to Paul 
Robeson, one of which 
relates to Tom James, 
the gentleman shown 
sitting next to Tyrone 
O’Sullivan OBE in one 
of the photographs. 

Tyrone is another hero 
of the miners having 
fought heart and soul to 
try and save Tower 
Colliery at Hirwaun, the 
last deep working pit in 
Wales. 

Tom’s tale is that at 
the age of 10, he was 
taken with his brother by 
Trevor Hicks, their 
surrogate father, to see 
the filming of Proud 
Valley in the next 
village, that of 
Llantrisant. 

During the scene 
where Paul Robeson and 
others are walking 
behind the band on their 
way to London, the lady 
in charge of the props 
realised that Paul 
Robeson was the only 
one not wearing the 
fashionable cloth (Dai) 
cap of the period and 
with Trevor being close 
at hand, he is asked if 
Paul can borrow his cap 
for the scene which he 
gladly hands over. 

On completion of the 
shooting, Trevor sought 
to recover his cap, only 



to be persuaded for a 
small compensation, to 
let Paul Robeson keep 
the cap for the remainder 
of the film. Can you cap 
that? 

There is no record of 
Paul Robeson ever 
visiting Porthcawl, but 
his son Paul Robeson Jnr 
did on at least two 
occasions. The first was 
in June 1998, when he 
officially opened the 
Paul Robeson Room in 
the Grand Pavilion and 
the second was for the 
Sir Willard White 
Concert on October 4, 
2007 celebrating the 50 
anniversary of the 
Transatlantic telephone 
cable link-up.

New opportunities for 
me include being invited 
to become Patron of Atal 
y Fro in the Vale and 
also Patron of the Wales 
wide organisation 
BAWSO - both 
providing services to 
tackle domestic abuse 
and undertake 
pioneering work to help 
prevent violence against 
women. 

I spoke at the annual 
Light a Candle multi¬ 
faith event at Llandaff 
Cathedral on November 
27. The Cathedral was 
packed with people 
following a march from 
Llamau Housing who 
provide service for 
young people here in the 
Vale and across Wales. 

It was good to see 
representatives from 
Barry Soroptimists of 
(which I am a member) 
at the event. 

Attending the funeral 
of a dear friend and 
colleague Carl Sargeant 
was the saddest day of 
this month but there was 
widespread recognition 
of the role he has played 
over the past decade and 
in my tribute to Carl to 
the Assembly, I recalled 
his visit Gibbonsdown 
following his 
announcement of 
funding for the 
refurbishment of the 
estate. I also spoke of 
his commitment to the 
overall regeneration of 
Barry as a Minister and 
the strong stance he took 
against fracking, 
introducing a 
moratorium in 2015. 

Over the past year I 


have supported DIAG by 
convening meetings with 
NRW (Natural 
Resources Wales) and a 
range of statutory bodies 
who have responsibility 
for public health, health 
and safety and fire and 
rescue services. 

Having secured an 
extension to the next 
stage of consultation on 
the Environmental 
Permitting process to a 
full eight week period I 
am now supporting 
DIAG in the 
presentation of their 
objections alongside my 
own - following the 
deeply disappointing 
news that NRW was 
minded to issue a 
permit. The campaign 
will continue with the 
consultation into the 
New Year. 

The sun came out for 
a very moving event 
held on November 30 in 
Alexandra Gardens in 
Cathays Park when the 
Gift of Life Stone for 
Organ and Tissue 
Donors was re-dedicated 
by Kidney Wales with a 
group of Barry families 
and friends of donors. 

To stand alongside 
Gaynor Taylor, Colin 
and Betty Burgess and 
hear the words devised 
by Colin Burgess ‘They 
cared for those helped. 
And those they helped 
remember’ was a great 
privilege. 

Llinos Lee S4C 
presenter and school 
friend of Richard Taylor 
(whose skate park in the 
Knap will forever 
remind us of him) spoke 
about her memories of 
Richard. Both Richard 
and Louise (Colin and 
Bet’s daughter) carried 
donor cards and it was 
fitting that this re¬ 
dedication took place on 
the second anniversary 
of the pioneering Human 
Transplantation Act 
which is now being 
taken up in England. 

The late Rhodri 
Morgan was the 
instigator of this new 
legislation and this is 
just one example of his 
legacy as First Minister 
of Wales who we are 
now greatly missing as 
this year draws to an 
end. But his recently 
published memoirs have 
provided a great record 
of his achievements.

THIRD STRAIGHT VICTORY FOR WALES 
OVER THE SPRINGBOKS - BUT ONLY JUST! 


Another shaky autumn ends 
with a narrow Welsh win

T he old line 
about France 
is that ‘you 
never know which 
French team is 
going to turn up’. 

Well, South Africa 
managed a neat 
variation on that, 
sending two teams 
along to play Wales on 
Saturday at the 
Principality Stadium. 

The first had 
‘national 

embarrassment’ written 
all over it and, but for a 
lack of ruthlessness 
from Wales, it should 
have been 21-0 down 
after only 10 minutes. 

Then, a flawed but 
promising team took the 
field instead, and they 
made quite a comeback. 
Indeed, when you 
consider that the 
Springboks had a good 
try disallowed, while 
Wales had one given 
that should have been 
ruled out, Wales’ final 
winning score of 24-22 
was not one to get 
excited about. 

Perhaps Wales were 
caught between 
pragmatism and 
planning for the future. 

The pragmatic aspect 
of the game was that the 
current Springbok side 
defends against the kick 
ahead with all the 
calmness of Cpl Jones 
in Dad’s Army. 

Wales’ opening try 
exposed their lack of 
positional sense, as Dan 
Biggar's pinpoint cross¬ 
kick was gathered 
unchallenged by Hallam 
Amos. His opposite 
number, Warrick 
Gelant, was nowhere to 
be seen and Amos’ 
simple inside pass to 
Scott Williams put the 
Scarlets' centre over. 

Three minutes later, 
Biggar tried a little dink 
over the Springbok 
defence. The full back 
and wing were both 
missing, but there were 
still three defenders in 
position to collect the 
ball. However, a bit of 
mutual delegation 
followed, and Hadleigh 
Parke s swooped for a 
try on his debut. 


On the 10-minute 
mark, Amos gathered 
another Biggar kick 
ahead and made good 
ground. The Springbok 
defence was in total 
disarray, but Wales 
managed to let this third 
try slip through their 
fingers. 

Perhaps Wales felt 
that to continue this 
strategy would not 
contribute much to the 
new expansive style that 
they are working on, 
but from that point on. 
The Springboks came 
more and more into the 
game. 

The Welsh scrum 
started to creak, and the 
Springboks took heart. 
In fact, after 18 minutes 
they really should have 
been awarded a try 
when the powerful 
hooker, Marx, burst 
clear from a driving 
maul, and went over 
with five Welsh 
defenders clinging to 
him. 

Referee Jerome 
Garces' instincts must 
surely have said ‘try’ 
but he passed it upstairs 
to TMO Rowan Kitt, 
who could not find a 
100 per cent conclusive 
shot. In the real world, 
it was hard to find 
anyone who thought it 
was not a try. 

Wales had another 
chance to extend the 14- 
0 margin soon after, 
when Scott Williams 
intercepted in his own 
22, and put Steff Evans 
away. 

It looked a certain 
try, until it became 
obvious that the South 
African right wing, 
Leyds, was eating up 
the ground on Evans, 
who opted to kick 
ahead. Speaking on 
Scrum V, Jeremy 
Guscott charitably said 
that Evans had 
“tightened up”. 

On the half hour. 
South Africa made it 
14-3 when Handre 
Pollard kicked a 
penalty, but Wales 
increased their cushion 
when Coetzee, who 
looks a promising full 
back (if he can cut out 
the mistakes) took too

long to wind up for a 
clearing kick which was 
charged down by Dan 
Biggar. 

Taulupe Ealetau, 
whose overall 
performance was worth 
every penny that Bath 
will be fined for letting 
him play, gathered the 
ball and threw an inside 
pass to Parkes for his 
second try. 

Prom South Africa’s 
point of view, this was 
one that should have 
gone to the TMO, as it 
turned out that Ealetau 
was fractionally in front 
of Biggar when he 
charged it down, but it 
wasn’t their day. 

Pour minutes before 
half time, the 
Springboks showed that 
they had two quick 
wingers. Leyds had 
given notice before, 
when chasing down 
Steff Evans, but this 
time he fielded a Welsh 
kick ahead in his own 
22 and set off, stepping 
inside Parkes and then 
shooting through a gap 
in the Welsh chasing 
defence before throwing 
a long pass out to the 
centre, Kriel. 

He made ground 
before kicking ahead 
and the left wing, 
Gelant, made Aled 
Davies look as if he was 
running through treacle 
as he swept past him to 
score. Pollard’s 
conversion made it 
21-10 at half time. 

By now. South Africa 
were supreme at the 
scrum - and Wales were 


getting penalised. The 
Springboks - unlike the 
All Blacks the previous 
week - were contesting 
the breakdown 
aggressively, and 
suddenly Wales’ ball 
retention was not 
looking so good. 

Things soon went 
from worrying to much 
worse for Wales. After 
five minutes, Pollard 
scored a simple try, 
stepping inside Aled 
Davies from four yards 
out, but crucially (as it 
would turn out) he 
missed the conversion. 

Ten minutes later, the 
Springboks moved the 
ball left where they had 
numbers, and good 
handling put Kriel in at 
the corner. This time, 
Pollard succeeded with 
a more difficult 
conversion and Wales 
were trailing, 22-21. 

There was the usual 
raft of changes on both 
sides as substitutes 
came on and the game 
lost some shape. The 
Welsh scrum was still in 
difficulty, and Welsh 
skipper Alun Wyn Jones 
spent far more time than 
usual ‘asking the referee 
for clarification’ after 
various calls went 
against Wales. 

Wales did get back in 
the Springboks’ 22, 
where they were 
awarded a penalty on 66 
minutes, kicked by the 
reliable Halfpenny to 
put them back in the 
lead, 24-22, and they 
were able to see the 
game out. 


All in all then, it was 
not a game to fill Welsh 
fans with optimism. 

Yes, we had injuries and 
we had players 
unavailable because 
they had returned to 
their English clubs. 
However, the same is 
true of South Africa. 

Jeremy Guscott, who 
is usually kind to Wales, 
called it “second 
division” and it is hard 
to argue that he is way 
off the mark. 

There was a plus for 
Wales in the two-try 
debut of Hadleigh 
Parkes, who was also 
awarded the man of the 
match. He has that 
Steve Penwick-like 
quality of nearly always 
taking the right option. 

Hallam Amos was a 
plus too, looking more 
assured in the side, but 
that is balanced by Steff 
Evans looking less 
assured. 

There was a time, 
about 10 years ago, that 
the accepted wisdom 
was that you could’'t 
score tries from set 
pieces. You needed to 
go through the phases. 

Well, as Gwyn Evans 
and Sean Holley 
pointed out, Wales have 
turned that on its head. 
Most of our tries have 
come from set pieces 
and, the more phases 
we put together, the less 
likely we are to score. 

That’s a conundrum 
for Warren Gatland and 
his coaching team to 
ponder. 

Rather them than me!
